Labor leaders are protesting 
against wage stabilization with¬ 
out more positive price controls. 
They met in Washington this 
week to attempt to force some 
additional government action. 

Labor points out that the re¬ 
tailer and the consumer are 
caught in the same price 
squeeze. The following press re¬ 
lease is a fair statement of the 
retailers’ position. 

“Retailers Look Ahead 

“What is the outlook for the 
retailer for the near future? 

"Four hundred retailers, in¬ 
cluding both chains and inde¬ 
pendents, were recently survey¬ 
ed as to this question. And their 
answers are of wide genei’al in¬ 
terest. 

“First of all, most storekeep¬ 
ers expect an increase in their 
dollar volume. But, at the same 
time, they foresee slimmer 
profits. 

“The reason for that is a 
heavy increase in retailing costs. 
Of the reports retailers, 64 per 
cent anticipated higher adver¬ 
tising costs, 70 per cent higher 
selling costs, and 67 per cent 
higher payroll costs. The two 
retail problems most frequently 
and heavily emphasized were 
personnel and prices. And, ac¬ 
cording to a press account, 
‘running as a common pattern 
through the comments was an 
awareness of customer prob¬ 
lems—the scarcity of wanted 
merchandise at the time wanted 
—and a feeling of uncertainty 
concerning the future.’ 

“The retailer, in other words, 
boars the brunt of inflations, 
just as all the rest of us do. 
Rising prices hurt him, just as 
they hurt the consumer. More 
and more dollars may roll in— 
but more and more dollars must 
roll out too, and the profit de¬ 
clines. 

“The retailer—for reasons of 
self-interest alone—is solidly on 
the consumer’s side when it 
comes to inflation.”

How To Beal With a 
Margarine Hater 

Everyone knows that margarine 
nutritionally has the same value as 
butter. Still, many a husband won’t 
eat margarine. Sometimes it is the 
wife who insists on butter. It won't 
help to try to put one over on the 
gourmet; a person with a sensitive 
palate can detect the difference. 

However, the brand of margarine 
you buy may make a substantial 
difference. Consumers Union had 
2 dairy experts, working independ¬ 
ently, make taste tests on 29 differ¬ 
ent brands of margarine and a 
number of brands of butter. The 
experts were asked to score the un¬ 
identified samples on how closely 
the flavor approached that of good 
butter. The experts were able to 
say which was butter and which 
was margarine in all cases. 

Both had very similar scores. The 
scores told the following story: 

1. Some of the butter samples 
lacked “good butter flavor”. 

2. There were brands of marga¬ 
rine that tasted much more like 
butter than other brands of mar¬ 
garine. 

3. The brands of margarine that 
tasted most like butter were more 
likely to be acceptable to the butter 
lover. 

Here is a suggestion for a try at 
the margarine hater. Discuss the 
situation with him and arrange 
for a test. If he agrees, choose from 
among the following brands, pref¬ 
erably the first or second. All can 
be bought locally. Blue Bonnet; 
Parlcay; Sunnybrook (Safeway); 
Durkees; Good Luck; Nucoa; Dale- 
wood (Safeway). 

Dalewood margarine usually sells 
for less than other margarines by 
7 or 8 cents a pound. It has 9,000 
units of Vitamin A (which is about 
what Winter butter has). When 
one considers that a pound of car¬ 
rots has 48,000 units of Vitamin A, 
kale 21,950, liver 87.000, the lack of 
6,000 units in a pound of margarine 
is no greet loss. For a family of 
ordinary margarine eaters Dale- 
wood margarine is a good buy. 
GCS sells Delfarm margarine (15,- 
000 units) for 35 cents. Every few 
months or so GCS features this 
margarine at the same price or 
lower than Dalewood. Last week-
